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REMARKS 

Claims 3 and 12-14 have been amended, claims 49 and 50 have been added, and 
claims 3-1 4, 49 and 50 are pending and under consideration. No new matter has been added in 
this Amendment. 

EXAMINER INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

The applicants conducted an interview with the Examiner on Friday, January 1 1 , 2008. 
The applicants confirm that the Examiner Interview Summary filed by the Examiner accurately 
describes the substance of the interview. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. S103: 

Claims 3-7 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Copeland III (U.S. Publication 2002/0144156) in view of Hasuo et al. (U.S. Patent 5,367,704). 
As discussed in the interview, the Examiner agreed that the amendments are sufficient to 
overcome the prior art of record. Accordingly, the rejection of claims 3-7 and 9-1 1 should be 
withdrawn. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Copeland III 
(U.S. Publication 2002/0144156) in view of Hasuo et al. (U.S. Patent 5,367,704) and in further 
view of Goodwin, III et al. (U.S. Publication 2002/006591). As discussed in the interview, the 
Examiner agreed that the amendments are sufficient to overcome the prior art of record. 
Accordingly, the rejection of claims 3-7 and 9-1 1 should be withdrawn. 

Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Copeland III (U.S. Publication 2002/0144156) in view of Humes (U.S. Patent 5,996,01 1 ). As 
discussed in the interview, the Examiner agreed that the amendments are sufficient to overcome 
the prior art of record. Accordingly, the rejection of claims 3-7 and 9-1 1 should be withdrawn. 
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CONCLUSION:
